THE NATIVE SONS AND PIO. 
NEERS DULY CELEBRATE 


Interesting Ceremonies at Turn- 
verein Hall Last Night — Hon. 
Stephen M. White and Col. J. J. 
Ayers Deliver Addresses on 
Early Days — The Programme 
Well Received. 


Admission day was observed in Los 
Angeles yesterday as a general holi- 
day. The banks were closed, and the 
county and city offices, and it wasa 
‘holiday as much as any national day 
which the people have had this year. 
The occasion was taken advantage of 
by an army of workers. They went on

The little fellow was unconscious 
when he was pulled out, and presented 
a ghastly sight, the blood gushing from 
his nose and mouth.

‘sciousness or speaking a word. 

Coroner Meredith who was at San 
Pedro, was telephoned for, and went 
over and held the inquest, when the 
jury returned a verdict in accordance 
with the above facts. 

Mrs. Dubbs, the mother of the boy, 
who is a confirmed invalid, was 
greatly shocked over the sad affair, and 
it was at first thought that serious 
results would ensue, but later she 
quieted down, and last night was rest- 
ing easily. She will return to Boston 
with the body.

The Wife-murderer Lives Only a 
Few Hours.

There were some few 
words further, when McGuffie suddenly 
drew his revolver and commenced 
shooting, as has been published.

CALIFORNIA IN HER FORTIETH 
YEAR. 


Forty years, as compared with the 
ages that have passed since man’s be- 
ginning, is but the merest point of 
time, but as measured by events and 
progress itis sometimes grander than 
the ages, and more momentous in its 
results. 

Beginning with the dawn of Cali- 
fornian history that early period when 
the brown children of the sun 
worshiped the God of Day in their 
rude temples, and on every hilitop 
and mountain peak kept alight their 
altar fires fer his worship—how slow 
for long centuries_ was the onward 
march toward civilization!

The reduction of 
the annual. interest charge on the public 
debt during the months of July and Au- 
tust, 1888, was only 29,130,110, while the 
reduction of the annual interest charge dur- 


ing the same months this yea 
was $87), being more than three timet 
as great a reduction as that of last year. 1s 


fact, the reduction of the annual interest on 
the public debt during the last two monthi 
has — ualled by only few periods is 
the country’s history. The erroneous news 
paper conclusion above referred to aros¢ 
doubtless from the peculiar form of the 
monthly statement of public debi 
issued by this de ent, in which the

ALASKA SALMON. 


The Fishing Season on the Karluk 
A Diminished Catch. 


WasuinerTon, Sept. 9.— [By the Associ 


ated Press.] in accordance with an act of 
Co passed at the last session, Col. 
Marshall McDonald, the Fish Commissioner, 
sent a party this summer to Alaska to make 
an investigation of the salmon rivers of 
that Territory, with a view to prescribing 


‘regulations for the protectien of the fish- 


eries. Dr. Bean is in charge of the luvesti- 
gation, and bis first report, dated Kariuk, 
Alaska, August 12th, bas just been received 
by Col. McDonaid. 

Dr. Bean says the Karluk is, according to 
statistics, the atest. salmon river in 
Alaska. A falling off in the catch this 
year is anticipated, owing to overtishin 
and seining at the mouth of the river, whi 
makes the ascent of the fish to their spawn- 
ing-grounds a matter of great difficulty, ex- 
cepton one day in the week. ‘The river 
young saimon, and the 
stream is broken by rocks into 
rapids and lagoons, but enemies of the 
salinon aside frem the fishers are found, the 
salraon shark, a species of porleagle, cor - 
morants, gulls, sculpins, dolly-vardens, and 
steel-heads, There are six canning com- 
panies located at Karluk, and all fisping is 
done along a little piece of outside beach 
adj cent to the river’s mouth, not exceeding 
half a mile in length, and in the last two 
miles of the river’s course. Haul seines are 
the main dependencies. Some of the larg- 
est ones are 1500 feet long. The catch of 
August 4th was 153,000, one firm alone tak- 
ing 50,000. Fishing continues all day and 
all night, as it is light enough to see plainly 
except from 10:40 p.m. to 1:30 am. From 
Friday midnight to Saturday midnight the 
ascent of salinon is unobstructed. 

The Doctor says the sentiment of the 
fishermen is in favor of obeying the law 

ainst obstructions. A trap placed in the 
river was taken out by them just before the 
arrival of the party, and the old Russian 
“sapoa” formerly located near the rapids 
has n dismantled. 

The number of fishermen employed at 
Karluk is 400, all white Six hundred 
Chinese are employed in the canneries. Mr. 
Booth has surveyed the river for three 
miles, but further progress cannot be made
